The trend toward greater dependence on govern¬ 
ment and a decline in individual enterprise is explain¬ 
ed in no small measure by the reduction over the past 
century of the number of self-employed. 

Prof. Summer Sliehter, of Harvard University, 
points out that 100 years ago more than half of the 
working population were working for themselves. Now 
less than one in five is his own boss. 

“We are a country of employees. The number of 
skilled workers in proportion to our population is drop¬ 
ping while the number of professional people is grow¬ 
ing 10 to 14 times faster than the labor force,-” Prof. 
Sliehter states.

Then two Members catch him by the arms and 
force him to the Speaker’s chair, with every evidence 
of unwillingness on his part — even going to the 
point of shaking his fist at those who escort him. The 
point is that being Speaker years ago meant being the 
officer of the House of Commons who spoke to the 
King, very severely sometimes, about the liberties of 
the people and the amount of the people’s income 
which the King was spending. It was sometimes a 
rather risky post to hold. 

The full symbolism is not used at Ottawa. There 
is not the same clear evidence of unwillingness on the 
part of a new Speaker.'It would be a good thing per¬ 
haps if the old-fashioned ritual were perpetuated in 
detail. 

The theory of democratic government is that the 
man who serves the public does so at loss and incon¬ 
venience. He risks unpopularity. He underakes an un¬ 
pleasant and unprofitable task because it is his duty 
to do so. 

It seems a long time ago since anyone mentioned 
this in Canada. It seems many years ago that the 
idea was changed, and Canadians were given to un- 
derstnd that election to a legislature, or public office 
of any kind, was a sort of privilege, paying very good 
returns, and to be sought after—not avoided. 

This is all evidence of the change which has come 
over the idea of government in democracies. Where 
governments and their officials were supposed to be 
servants of the people, electe^ to serve the people well, 
they were paid and treated about as poorly as serv¬ 
ants often are. There has grown up the idea that Min¬ 
isters, Members of Parliamen, and the civil servants 
arc a specially favored class of people, who have won 
great privileges, for which they must be well reward¬ 
ed. It is now becoming rather improper to say that a 
government is badly run, or that it wastes money, or 
that it tries all kind of experiments without sufficient 
thought. People in this country have been heard to say 
that anyone who says that the Prme Minister at any 
time is not fit for his'job is being a disloyal citizen. 

Probably it is not possible to go the whole way 
to the old system, but sensible men will agree that it 
would be a good thing if there were a little more of 
the idea that public office of any sort is sometimes 
undertaken unwillingly, and at loss and inconvenience, 
even at the risk of unpopularity, for the solitary pur¬ 
pose of serving the nation unselfishly. —C.W.N.A.

Not only is a railway strike unnecessary now, 
but furthermore, because of the tense inter¬ 
national situation, it would endanger the entire 
Dominion. As the presidents of the Canadian 
National and Canadian Pacific Railways said 
in a joint statement to the representatives of 
the unions last Thursday: 

"The present situation...imposes a nerve strain 
on all concerned at a time when we badly need 
to devote all our energies and thoughts to the 
grave threat of war and a national emergency 
... It leaves the railway employee in a most 
uncertain and unhappy frame of mind be¬ 
cause we are morally certain he does^iot wish 
to walk out on his job at a time like this, no 
matter what issue* are involved . . . this 
opinion seems diametrically opposed to the 


strike ballot which has been reported by the 
unions, hut railway management retains 
too high an opinion of the loyalty, stead¬ 
fastness and sense ol responsibility of their 
employees to believe a strike would not 
mean a heart breaking situation lor them. 
That is not to say they will not carry out 
their undertaking to strike if union leaders 
decide to call upon them to do so hut as 
already stated, it will cause great unhappiness 
and self repro.it h." 

The importance of the railways in Canada’s 
economy cannot be exaggerated. Never was 
that importance more apparent than in World 
War II. And without the ""loyalty and in¬ 
tense eHort of all railway employees, Canada’s 
magnificent war effort would..have lx-en im¬ 


possible. The same holds true today. As the 
presidents turther stated: 

"... the general public is inconvenienced and 
business arrangements are made uncertain so 
long as the likelihood of a strike persists. 
Moreover, a railway strike would so cripple 
our economy that it would weaken for a long 
time our ability to take a strong line in inter¬ 
national affairs and thus give great comfort 
to the enemy. Therefore, railway manage¬ 
ment feels strongly that the issues must be 
faced resolutely so that all interests, the worker, 
the public, and the Government, as well as the 
unions and railway management, will know 
precisely what is facing them. The time has 
come lo remove this uncertainty which hangs 
as a blight over our day-to-day life.”
